SEOUL. 
Korea — iJP) — Air 
Force and Navy fighter-bombers 
teamed up again today to hammer 
four of the five Communist hydro­ 
electric plants smashed yesterday 
in the biggest air raid of the Ko­ 
rean war. 
Nearly 200 Navy planes from 
big fleet carriers off Korea’s east 
coast joined Air Force planes from 
dozens of Korean bases to hit the 
shattered generating stations for 
the second 
straight 
day, 
Navy 
headquarters announced. 
More To Come 
None of the planes returned to 
the 
smouldering 
Suiho 
power 
plants just south of the Yalu river 
boundary. But the Air Force said 
F-64 Thunderjets “completed de­ 
struction” of two power stations 
near Changjin reservoir and two 
on the Songchon river in eastern 
Korea. 
F-86 Sabre jet pilots exchanged 
firing passes with 
five MIG-15 
jets south of the Yalu Tuesday 
afternoon, the Air Force said. 
The U. S. Eighth Army report­ 
ed increasing patrol action along 
the 155-mile battle front Tuesday. 
As Allied experts studied gun 
film to evaluate destruction done 
by Monday’s big raid on North 
Korean power plants, there were 
strong hints that more Red targets 
are marked for attack. 
New Tough Policy 
Military officials in Washington 
said Monday’s raid on Communist 
generating stations inaugurated a 
new “get tough” policy adopted as 
a result of Red stalling in the 
armistice negotiations. 
One spokesman who asked not 
to be identified said “we now real­ 
ize the best chance for breaking 
the deadlock at Panm unjom is to 
hit the enemy with all the force at j 
our command.” 
A study of gun

from the 500 Air Force, Marine i 
and carrier-based 
Navy

which took part in the Korean ! 
war’s biggest air attack showed 
the strike was virtually a IOO per 
cent success, the Air Force said. 
An official spokesman said di­

at Suiho was a “pile of junk.” He 
described the 1.400 foot row of

No Pilots Lost 
The Suiho plant lies only a half 
mile south of Manchuria oy the 
Yalu river. Other

Disruption of regular supply and 
distribution channels by the heavy 
buying of outside 
truckers 
was 
blamed for the 1952 potato ‘short­ 
age’ by Joseph Ivens, Upper Pen- 
Sula manager of the Michigan 
Potato Growers Exchange, 
in 
a 
discussion of potato growing and 
marketing at the regular weekly 
meeting of the Escanaba Kiwanis 
club Monday. 
Mr. Ivens 
declared 
that 
the 
m arket started out healthy in the 
fall and w inter of 1951, and the 
potato supply apparently was big 
enough to meet the demand. Then 
came OPS order 113, prohibiting 
extra price charges of dealers for 
washing and packaging. Truckers 
were able, however, to secure an 
added price allowance for trans­ 
portation, and they came in to 
buy from growers, drying up the 
supply and throwing the entire 
distribution system out of line. 
The speaker outlined briefly the 
history of the Michigan Potato 
Growers Exchange, 
founded 
in 
1918, the oldest of its kind in the 
nation. 
W ith a 
main 
office in 
Cadillac, the Exchange has two 
wholesale 
warehouses, 
Cadillac 
and Escanaba, and sells Michigan 
potatoes in 36 states. 
The Ex­ 
change was the first to introduce 
15-pound bags for the retail trade 
back in 1928, and now' packages 
the tubers also in IO and 5-pound 
sacks in addition to the utility 
100-pound bag. 
The packaging plant at Escan­ 
aba, Ivens said, was 
the 
most 
modern this side of Chicago. Fer­

tion in dental caries among chil­ 
dren. 
Some Experience Here 
The addition of fluorine does not 
affect the color or taste of the wa­ 
ter and it is odorless. 
Several Upper Peninsula 
cities 
are now fluoridating their water 
supplies, with Gladstone the latest 
on the list. 
Supt. Christensen reported that 
Escanaba is not without some ex­ 
perience with fluorine in its water 
supply, since the water from the 
deep w'ells contains 
eight-tenths 
of a part per million. The value 
of fluorine in the water did not re­ 
ceive a fair test here, however, be­ 
cause the wells do not give suffi­ 
cient water for the city and much 
of the supply is pumped from the 
bay. 
The U. S. Public Health Service 
began a survey 
here 
and 
then 
halted it when the addition of bay 
water to the 
supply 
made 
the 
study inconclusive. 
Cost Is Low 
Provisions W'ere made for fluori­ 
dation equipment w'hen plans were 
draw'n for the city’s 
new' 
W’ater 
plant, now under construction at 
Sand Point. 
The cost of the 
equipment 
to 
feed fluorine into the w'ater is es­ 
timated at $2,000, and the annual 
cost of the fluorine will be about 
IO to 15 cents per person in the 
city. 
Action by the City Council wall 
be required to purchase the equip­ 
ment for the new w ater plant, and 
a recommendation that

deaths in the nation

months 
when road surfaces are clear, the weather 
is sunny, and the usual traffic hazards such 
as ice and snow are missing.

I —The high volum e of traffic, and 2—

speed combined with careless­ 
ness. 
In the months between June and S ep­ 
tember 72 percent of all the highway travel 
of the year will be wheeling along U. S. 
highways, according to the American A u­ 
tomobile Association. This increased vol­ 
ume of traffic is created by the normal 
urge of the people to travel— on vacations, 
to visit relatives, to go touring.

Cooperation Needed 
In Gas Conversion 
T 
HE conversion to propane air gas from 
the manufactured gas used here for 
many years is a process that must neces­ 
sarily take some time and cause a degree of 
inconvenience for gas customers. 
Yet with good cooperation from the con­ 
sumers. the entire conversion can be ac­ 
complished safely and with a minimum of 
inconvenience. N ew orifices must be in­ 
stalled on every gas appliance because pro­ 
pane air gas burns differently than the 
gas that has been manufactured at 
the 
city’s plant. The top burners of gas ranges 
can be used during the conversion period 
simply by turning down the flame. Pro­ 
pane air gas has a much higher concentra­ 
tion of BTU’s than does manufactured gas 
and as a result the flame will be -lower for 
the same degree of heat. 
Major inconvenience during'the conver­ 
sion period will be to those families using 
ga? water heaters and gas refrigerators. 
These units must be shut off while the 
changeover is being made, but the city has 
been divided into five sections for purposes 
of conversion. Thus, no consumer will be 
inconvenienced for a long period of time. 
Check the conversion map published in 
yesterday’s issue of the Press. 
You 
can 
readily see in which section your home is 
located. Announcements from time to time 
during the conversion project will indicate 
which section is being converted. 
Beginning W ednesday morning, the con­ 
version work will be concentrated in Sec­ 
tion I. This entire area will be converted 
to the new gas before propane air gas will 
be turned into the mains in Section 2, 3, 4 
or 5. 
In addition to the announcements in the 
newspaper, each customer will be further 
notified by mail the exact date that pro­ 
pane gas will be turned into their homes. 
The new propane air gas is a much bet­ 
tor fuel product than the manufactured gas 
used in Escanaba for a number of years. 
It is more volatile, cleaner and non-toxic. 
Also it is more economical than manufac­ 
tured gas and when the gas plant bonds 
are redeemed, the rate schedules should be 
considerably lower.

All of these factors combine to make the 
“open-’ highway a road that can lead to 
tragedy as well as pleasure. The old warn­ 
ing. “Take It Easy." holds true in summer 
as well as at any other season of the year.

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Federal College 
Scholarship Fund 
Sought By Ewing 
W ASHINGTON— UP) — O scar 
R. Ewing has asked Congress to 
enact a law to 
provide 
federal 
funds to help boys and girls go to 
college. 
Ewing, who is head of the Fed­ 
eral Security Agency, said he had 
President T rum an’s authorization 
“ to transm it to Congress a student 
aid bill 
to 
provide educational 
opportunity for those barred from 
attending our colleges by econ­ 
omic roadblocks.” 
The program would cost 32 m il­ 
lion dollars in its first year and. 
would increase annually 
until it 
reached a total of 128 m illions per 
year. 
Congress was asked to 
provide 
scholarships of up to $800 a year 
lox the “neediest of the ablest” 
among the nation’s 
high 
school 
students. The funds would go to 
50,000 or 60,000 students a year. 
Under the plan, 
the 
students 
could borrow from educational in­ 
stitutions sums ranging up to $600 
a year. 
That would 
provide 
a 
four-year m axim um 
of 
$2,400. 
The governm ent would insure up 
to 80 per cent of the unpaid bal­ 
ance. 
State scholarship 
comm issions 
would select the students. The bill 
would prohibit any 
federal 
in­ 
fluences in the selecting 
of 
the 
students. The students would

perm itted to pick their 
own col­ 
leges. 
Ewing 
said

student who attends college, an­ 
other gifted 
student 
who could

American teenagers of today act 
as if they had no legs. They want 
the family car for every possible 
occasion and they 
feel 
abused 
when they are told they cannot 
have it. Many parents disapprove 
of teenage driving and hesitate to 
turn over a car to 
a 
teenager 
whenever he asks for it. This 17- 
gear-old girl whose father will not 
let her have the family car feels 
•bused: 
(Q) “I have a lot of trouble 
getting the family car. My dad 
just doesn’t trust me with it. 
When my brothers were my age, 
they used to get the car to go 
roller skating. Now 
my 
dad 
blows his top when I ask for it. 
All my girl friends get their 
dads’ cars to go to the show or 
whatever else they want to do. 
When they ask me when I am 
going to get my dad’s car, I lie to 
them because I don’t want them 
to know my own dad won’t trust 
me. What can I do to make him 
trust me?” 
(A) Are you sure 
that 
your 
father’s action is because he does 
not trust you? Isn’t it possible that 
he thinks girls of your age should 
use public transportation, if the 
distance is too far to walk? 
When a family has only one car 
for the entire family, it is not fair 
for a teenager to tie it up so that j 
be rest of the family is deprived 
)f its use. This is especially true 
f the father uses the car for busi­ 
ness. 
Then, too, you may

Cicero Police Chief 
Pays Fine O f $2500 
For 1951 Race Riots 


CHICAGO— (ZP) —The chief of 
police and two policemen of sub­ 
urban Cicero were fined a total of 
$2,500 yesterday as the result of 
riots last July touched off when a 
Negro family attempted to move 
in to the all-white suburb. 
Federal Judge W alter L. Labuy 
fined Chief Erwin Konovsky $2,- 
000 and Sgt. Roland Brani and 
Patrolm an Frank A. Lange, $250 
each. 
The three were convicted by a 
federal jury on June 4 of denying 
the civil rights of 
Harvey 
E. 
Clarke Jr., a Negro who attempted 
to move his family into a Cicero 
apartm ent. The jury also found 
Konovsky guilty of conspiring to 
deny the civil rights of Clarke.
